It is actu 
ally Helleborus niger, the Black 
Hellebore, belonging to the But 
tercup family. A long growing 
perennial with large shiny leaves 
shaped like a hand, its flowers 
resembling 4” buttercups, are 
borne a little above the foliage 
in shades of white, sometimes 
tinted pink, and their lasting 
qualities as a cut flower leave 
\nothing to be desired.

In a mild December the blooms 
often appear in the second or 
third week, but inclement 
weather may delay them until 
early February However, cow 
ering the plants with glass 
cloches will ensure perfect 
blooms on long stems for the 
Yuletide. Even the protection of 
loose twiggy material has a bene- 
ficial effect in keeping severe 
frost. or beating rain from the 
buds. 

A companion of the Christmas 
Rose is the Lenten Rose, Helle- 
borus orientalis, of which there 
are many selected forms. This 
plant blooms some two months 
later than the Christmas Rose— 
hence its common name. There 
are other fine species and varie- 
ties, 

Perhaps the greatest secret of 
success with Helleborus is to 
leave them alone. They make 
large masses of woody roots and 
resent disturbance, which is one 
reason why newly purchased 
plants sometimes take a few 
years to settle down to proper 
flowering 

They prefer sheltered and par- 
tially or fully shaded positions, 
for they cannot stand being 
scorched in summer Deep, 
loamy soils suit them best; and 
the time to plant them is dur- 
\ing ‘March and April
